SYDNEY, Australia, Oct. 12 
(P)-A total of 2,620,000 Austrai- 
ians just about every wage 
earner in the country—is going Ww 
get a pay boost. 

Men will get one pound ($2.25) 
more a week and women from 15 
to 45 shillings ($1.68 to $5.06) 
extra. 

The raises will come—possibly 
early next vear-——bv a decision of 
the Commonwealth Arbitration 
C‘ourt handed down Thursday in 
Melbourne. 

Australia is a pioneer in the 
system of determining wages by 
eourt decision after hearing the 
case of both emplovers and em- 
ployees. 

The basic wage determined by 
the court is the least that may 
be paid to adult unskilled work- 
ers. Margins over the basic wage 


sre given for varying degrees of 


skill. The margins also have been 
determined by arbitration courts 
here for years. 

Thursday's decision rejects an 
appl ication for equal pay for 
women. It ruled the basic wage 
for women would be 75 percent 
that paid men. Previousiy it 
varied according to the job, from 


54 to 75 percent of the male rate...

Dispatches yesterday reported Ameri- 
can infantrymen fighting in Korea believe 
the battle there to be about over. 

But on hearing the news of French re- 
_ verses in Indochina the GI's were saying 
“Here we go again.” 

That may or may not be true. It is a 
possibility and points up the fact that this 
country must be ready to deal with in- 
vasion at any time and at any place. We 
cannot afford to Jet down our defenses nor 
our willingness to put down Communist 
invasions. 

But the failure of Russia or Communist 
China to step into the Korean affair is en- 
couraging. It might be taken to indicate 
Russia is not yet ready for a world war. 


Russia need not have lost Korea if she 
had been ready for a world war. She 
could have sent her own or Chinese troops 
into the area to bolster the North Koreans 
immediately after the Inchon invasion. 
Even after the collapse of resistance south 
of the parallel Russia could have prompted 
the Chinese to occupy North Korea. 

That Russia has done none of these

Equal College . 
Facilities Are Near 


The announcement by the Board of Re- 
gents that Georgia's three State-supported 
Negro colleges are ready for “A” ratings is 
a significant step in equalizing facilities for 
higher education. 

Chancellor Harmon Caldwell told the 
regents that salaries paid at the Negro col- 
leres already equal those paid at the Uni- 
versity. All that is needed to bring the 
Negro colleges on par with the University 
is additional buildings. Contracts for sev- 


eral buildings already have been let and 
others are in the planning stage. 


Equal educational facilities at the col- 
lege level is not mere empty talk, It rap- 
idly is being made a reality. 

That is good. It is in conformity with 
Georgia law, and is necessary if the pat- 
tern of segregation is to be preserved. 


Only the other day a Federal District 
Court in North Carolina refused to order 
the University of North Carolina to admit 
a Negro to its law school because the court 
found the Negro law school to be equal in 
all respects. No court so far has ruled 
against segregation as such. But rulings 
against discrimination are unanimous. 


Georgia faces a tremendous job in 
equalizing all its school facilities, but it is 
a task that must be accomplished. It is 
gratifying that great progress already has 
been made in one field.

Farmers Are ‘ Wary 
Of a New Cotton Squeeze 


The Government, and specifically the 
Secretary of Agriculture, ought to know 
that the process of raising a 16,000,000-bale 
cotton crop next vear involves more than 
leaving farmers free to plant as much as 
they wish. 

Erstwhile cotton farmers in Georgia 
have found more profitable enterprises, 
notably livestock. They will not, and 
should not, abandon this to go all-out for 
cotton. But more cotton could easily be 
raised next year if the Government took 
steps to assure farmers they would not, 
as of old, get caught in the middle of a 
squeeze, ' 


Cotton now is in short supply. A great 
deal more is needed. Next to steel cotton 
is the most important commodity of war. 


But farm labor is extremely scarce. 
There was hardly enough to harvest this 
year’s paltry cotton crop. Machinery is 
high-priced and going higher. There is no 
certainty it will be available in quantity 
next year. And though cotton now is sell- 
ing for better than 40 cents, there is no 
assurance that price, or even a fair price, 
will hold in the face of unrestricted pro- 
duction next year. 


The Agriculture Department has said 
nothing on any of these factors which are 
all-important to a farmer planning his next 
vear's planting program. If the depart- 
ment expects a big cotton crop next year 
now is the time for giving the farmer some 
assurances he will get the sort of help he 
needs. It will be too late when Spring 
planting time arrives.

The High Cost 
Of Learning 


Georgia's boys and girls are having to pay too 

much for a higher education in this state. That 

= has long been the complaint of poor parents who 

have to shell out for an expensive college education. The tuition 

fees have been prohibitive for many youths. The school leaders 

themselves say that the cost is too high for the student. The 

presidents of the University of Georgia from time to time have 
deplored this. 

An out-of-the-state expert surveved the University System, 
and in his recommendations he said that the tuition of this uni- 
versity system—which is supposed to be State-supported—is 
among the highest in the nation, and far higher than the average 
in the United States or in the Southeast. 


In the face of these admittedly high tuition 
rates, the regents were forced in the Spring 
of-1949 to increase the fees in order to try to solve a financial 
crisis. There was a drastic drop in veteran enrollment, and the 
board was unable to balance the budget. So it directed each 
sermor institution to collect from each student an emergency fee 
of $10 per quarter, and from each junior college and Negro insti- 
tution an emergency fee of $5 per quarter. 

That, on top of a rate that was higher than the nation's 
average. These fees have been continued since that time and are 
expected to yield $675,000 during the current fiscal year. 

The Board of Regents admits the rates are much too high. 
It wants to reduce them. In order to reduce the tuition rates 
on the individual student, the board says it must get more of its 
operating money from the State. Hence, at its meeting Wednes- 
day the board said it would ask the Legislature to increase its 
appropriation by $675,000 so it can eliminate these emergency fees. 

Actually, the board should do more than just cut off the 
emergency fees. It should reduce the regular fees on the indi- 
vidual student, and thereby make possible a college education for 
more of Georgia's poorer boys and girls. Georgia was the. first 
State with a state-supported university. Its high fees on the

Better Check Speaking of education, the State Board of 

Education is taking steps to, keep a better 
check on its financial affairs. The board has voted to meet 
every month—instead of once every three months. It has called 
for financial reports monthly, instead of quarterly. Controlling 
the expenditure of the biggest single item in the State's budget, 
the new board members feel they should know at all times where 
the money is going. It has decided also to have its committees 
meet on the afternoon before the regular board meetings each

The Outlook’s Bright While some Negroes are filing suits 
demanding better treatment in 
education, the Columbia County Board of Education is proud of an 
article written by a Negro leader and published in the Columbia 
News recently. The article said: “Certainly the Negroes appre- 
ciate the interest shown by Supt. Pierce Blanchard and the Board 
of Education. All honor to them!” 

It related that because of the congested conditions, the super- 
intendent plans to erect a new school for Negroes soon. All 
schools operate nine months. They have the services of a county 
‘visiting teacher and a county health nurse. The superintendent 
has employed a Jeans supervisor. The Negro writer reports that 
Columbia County’s education program is being enriched and ex- 
panded and “the outlook for the future is very bright.”

» Many Prefer Segregation 


Many Northern Negroes prefer Southern all-colored colleges 
and universities to Northern institutions where the races are 
mixed. This may come as a surprise to sorne persons, but it is 


abundantly proved by statistics. The fact is especially interesting, 
in view of the recent decisions of the Federal courts affecting the 
admission of Negroes to Southern institutions of higher learning 
hitherto reserved for whites. 

Professor Alonzo F. Myers, ef New York University, a native 
of Ohio who favors the abolition of segregation in higher educa- 
tion, wrote an article in the Survey magazine for May, 1950, in 
which he reported his findings after a three-month visit to the 
Negro cotleges and universities of the South. Said Dr. Myers: 

“I observed that many Negro young people from the North 
were enrolled in Southern colleges. I asked a number of these 
young people from the North why they were there. Generally 
they replied that they felt more comfortable and more welcome 
than in the Northern nonsegregated colleges. Some told me 
that they had a better chance to take part in campus activities, 
and to develop whatever leadership talents they possessed.” 

More than half of last year’s student body at Meharry Uni- 
versity in Nashville, Tenn., an all-Negro medical school, is said 
to have been from the North. A survey of Fisk University, 
Nashville, about a decade ago showed that 42 per cent of the 
student body came from the North. 

All of which should reassure those who fear that Federa)] court 
decisions will result in. flooding Southern institutions of higher 
learning with Negro applicants in ‘graduate and professional fields.

Talmadge Errors 


The Editors: Governor Talmadge is badly 
mixed up in his history if he was correctly 
quoted in The Constitution today (lith), rela-, 
tive to the county unit system and the election 
of governor under the State Constitution of 1777, 
At any rate, the facts should be stated. 


The Governor was not elected for a term 
of three vears: he was elected for one year and 
might not hold office again until two years had 
elapsed (could not hold it “for more than one 
year out of three.’’—Article XXIII). 


What is of more importance, he was not 
elected by a council of two members from each 
county; he was electéd by the whole body of the 
Legislature, which consisted of only one house at 
this time.—Article II. 


And what is of most importance, the Con- 
stitution of 1777 got as far away from the county 
unit system as it is possible to get: county rep- 
resentation in the Legislature was placed strictly 
on the number of voters. The five most populous 
counties received 10 representatives each, and 
the sparsely-settled counties of Glynn and Cam- 
den were given one each. All new counties 
should be graded from one representative up to 
19, depending on the number of voters in the 
county. 

Liberty, the most populous county, received 
14 representatives; and the two important towns, 
Sunbury (in Liberty County) and Savannah (in 
Chatham County), received in their own right 
two and four representatives, respectively.— 
Articles IV and V. Thus, the essence of popular 
democracy—not the iniquitous county unit fSys- 
tem—was established in Georgia's first Consti- 
tution. READER.

The Church of England, Mother Church 
of the Episcopal church, has never denied the 
Catholic faith nor lost the historical continuity 
of the church-—that is, apostolic succession,

limited to certain bishops of the Episcopal 
church—the chosen few, as it were. It is the 
priceless heritage of every bishop of the church. 

Fr. Pettway is quoted as saying: “The Church 
of Our Saviour is a Catholic church without a- 
pope.” There is nothing unique in this, It is 
true of every Episcopal church in the United 
States, from the magnificent Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine in New York to the simple little 
structure of log and stone, St. James’ Church, 
in rural Sumter County, Ga.

Might as well face it—if your weight is going up, you've 
got te cut down somewhere. But with a little nutrition know- 
how, there’s a way to eat to beat the calories. 


To have a young middle age and control weight, build the 
daily menus around all the foods which give maximum protection 
without too many calories. You need the same quantity of milk or 
cheese, eggs, lean meat or fish, and fresh vegetables and fruits as 
you ever did. But you no longer require large amounts of the 
high-fuel foods—the concentrated fats, gravies, excess butter, may- 
onnaise, rich pastries, etc. Nor can you take care of too many con- 
centrated starches, such as hot breads, griddle cakes, dumplings or 
unlimited amounts of bread and butter. 

Those foods, plus the protective foods, boost calories above 
present needs. But if you insist on including all your favorite 
dishes and slight the protective foods, middle age isn't going to be 
as enjoyable. It is now known that many assorted aches and vague 
pains are directly traceable to poor nutrition.

Food Firm Executives Explain Rise of Prices 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


NEW YORK—This is the 
halfway mark of the news- 
paper food editors confer- 
ence. We have been rovy- 
ally fed—mentally and phv- 
sically. In fact, it could 
easily be renamed the “Van- 
ishing Waistline Confer- 
ence.” 


This is a woman's conferénce. 
It's a story of Mrs. America's 
needs, wants and ideas as inter- 
preted by American food com- 
panies. 

For the most part the pro- 
grams are planned by the home 
economists of the companies on 
our program in co-operation 
with the public relations, sales, 
advertising, research and ‘top 
brass.” 

Higher prices for all com- 
modities are inevitable under 
the nation's preparedness 
drive. but food price in- 
ereases, particularly those for 
dairy products, will tend to be 


much less than for most other 
-goods purchased by the 
housewife, Harold W. Com- 
fort, Executive Vice President 
of The Borden Company, told 
the 1950 Food Editors’ Con- 
ference meeting here at the 
St. Regis Hotel. 

“The nation’s drive for pre- 
paredness will have an ines- 
capable effect on every house- 
hold in the land,” Mr. Comfort 
said. “The expanded military 
program, the country’s foreign 
policy, and the new taxes—di- 
rect and indirect—which will be 
imposed to meet this emergency, 
all of these will pinch both 
purse and pantry.” 

Basing his food price predic~- 
tion on five factors, Mr. Com- 
fort said that greater efficiency 
on the farm and in the food in- 
dustry will partly offset the an- 
ticipated rise in the costs of 
producing and distributing 
foods. Also, near-peak produc- 
tion has built food stocks to an

“Soaring ground coffee 
prices have accounted for a 
25 per cent increase in the 
use of soluble coffee this 
year.” said D. F. Horton, pres- 
ident of the Nestle Company.
